WATER SUPPLY FOR NLWCtSTUE

In all probability the new pipe line of 


water works, extended from this city to 
the Hotel Wentwortn at Newcastle this 
season, and which has been completed 
by Fnnk Jones, will be continued to 
Fort Constitution by the government, 
which now depend upon wells and cis- 
terns for its supply. If this is decided 
upon, which now seems probable, it was 
the intention to tap in with a three inch 
main. However, since these plans have 
been talked over the town authorities 
are planning to have the size nf the main 
inorflanod to six inches, and thus supply 
the town with water as well as the mili- 
tary post. 


Newcastle has long been in need of a 


water supply, for it is now supolied by 
wells and cisterns, and at certain times 
of the year these dry up and the town is 
practically without a source of obtaining 
water. The wells throughout the town 
are located iu each places that com- 
plaints are made that the health- of the 
district is at stake. A large well fur- 
nishes water for some dozen families, is 
located on the side of an incline but a 
few rods from a cemetery, while anoth- 
er has a piggery and hen coop within a 
few feet, the wash from a heavy fall of 
rain carrying the surface drainage into 
each well. A petition will be issued for 
a town meeting to be called at once to 
act upon the matter, and by joining 
with the government aud arranging with 
Portsmouth several hundred dollars can 
be saved.

The others v~'^f Claude an.l 
Joseph Hamer. sons uf the man who was 
rescued today, aiid Freeman Basset:, 
also of liaru ich. The boat was cap-

The boat containing the bodies was 


sighted by S. H. chase, the day uatch- 
man of the -Miiimmoy station, far out in 
the bay. 
It xvas hardly discernable to 


the untrained eye. but the life saver 
made it out and summoned the c«-\v. 
The men put out and on coming up with 
the stray craft saw the apparently life- 
less bv.dies of two men arvi. a boy in ihe 
water, which irearly tilled the boat.
